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Residents want information about Gateway plan

The expected approval of a final planned 
development agreement for the Gateway sub¬ 
division was derailed when residents said they 
weren’t privy to many of the details. 

Members of the Romulus City Council 
agreed to schedule a study session at 6 p.rn. on 
April 3 because Gateway residents said they 
felt the plan needed to be debated further by 
city council members before it is adopted. 
Some council members feel the plan varies 
from previous plans for the site. 

Mayor Pro-tem Randolph Gear said that 
although the city is familiar with the project, 
that a study session might be helpful 

“This is just something that we need to talk 
about more,” he said. “All of the people that 
came here tonight to voice their opinion 
should come so we can address their con¬ 
cerns.” He added that if the residents’ con¬ 
cerns aren’t resolved, another study session 
could be scheduled on May 8. 

At issue are the kinds of homes that could 
be placed on the site and the clubhouse that 
will, after many years, be installed within the 
golf course portion of the community.

this point, but I don’t think we know enough 
about this plan at this time,” said Peter Bedder, 
a resident and of one of the neighborhood asso¬ 
ciations. “It look like its going to be the right 
thing, but I think we’d all like to know more 
about the plan, and we haven’t seen anything” 

About six residents of the Gateway subdivi¬ 
sion spoke about the ongoing issues at the site, 
which included using a maintenance facility as 
a clubhouse for longer than residents expect¬ 
ed. 

Gateway - which is situated around an 18- 
hole golf course near Beverly and Van Bom 
roads - has been under construction for about 
six years. The lure of a golf course community 
at an affordable price attracted many new resi¬ 
dents, including Bedder, who moved in his 
home in 2001. 


“I’m a golfer, and I don’t regret moving 
there,” he said. “But I do know that there are 
some changes, and we’ve worked with the city 
and the mayor (Alan Lambert) for two years.” 

Gateway, by far the largest residential city 
development was first conceived in 1997. The 
original plan called for 661 units, including 363 
single-family homes, 92 fourplexes and 206 
fourplexes. But Bedder said residents have 
recently been told there would be more four¬ 
plexes, which many residents feel are of lesser 
value. At least one resident said his property 
values have gone down because of the club¬ 
house issue. 

Robert Lovell, the developer of the site, did 
not speak to the residents’ concerns, but did 
indicate that he would agree to a study sessioa 

The residents have apparently retained an 
attorney to protect their interests, and request¬ 
ed copies of the agreement for review. The city 
provided those copies before the meeting 
ended. 

Once city council members approve the 
agreement the plan can then begin and it may 
be the last time residents have to be impactful 
on the process, Gear said. 

The study session will take place at city hall, 
11111 Wayne Road. The meeting is open to the 
public.

Nine families living in a 
Romulus apartment complex 
would be asked to vacate their 
units if construction of a ware¬ 
house proceeds. 

The Airport West Apartments, 
on Hildebrand Road near 
Middlebelt, would likely be razed 
if First Industrial, the developer 
that recently submitted an option 
to purchase the property from a 


private owner, were able to find a 
tenant for the warehouse. 

That prospect leaves many of 
the Airport West residents who 
attended the Romulus City 
Council meeting Monday night 
wondering if and when they’ll 
have to pick up and move, and if 
they’ll have to remove their chil¬ 
dren from school. 

“I came here tonight because I 
wanted to see if we can get some 
kind of guarantee that they won’t 
ask us to move in the middle of the 


school year,” said Richard Nota, 
an Airport West resident with a 
son in the Romulus school system. 

“I’m all for developing he city, 
and I’d like to stay here if possi¬ 
ble,” he said. “But we’ve had a 
hal'd time getting any information 
about this. We just want to know 
when things will happen so we 
can find new places to live.” 

Airport West - a group of econ¬ 
omy apartments that used to serve

Candidates 
narrowed 
down to 4

Four candidates who applied 
to be the next superintendent of 
the Romulus Community School 
District are participating in pub¬ 
lic question and answer sessions 
designed to help board trustees 
find the right applicant 

The sessions, one of which 
took place last night with the 
other scheduled for tonight, will 
allow residents and other inter¬ 
ested parties to ask questions on 
cards provided by district 
staffers. The candidates will 
then answer as many questions 
as they can in 90 minutes. 

Representatives from the 
Michigan Association of School 
Boards (MASB), which was hired 
by the district to identify and 
located candidates, will moder¬ 
ate the sessions. 

On Wednesday, Carl Weiss, 
the deputy superintendent of 
Dearborn Heights District 7 and 
Sheryl Thomas, the executive 
director of leadership and 
accountability for Detroit Public 
Schools participated in the

It’s a new trend that could be driving the 
future of Michigan. 

Renewable fuel, an 85 percent blend of 
ethanol (E85) and a 5 percent blend and up 
of biodiesel (B5), is what many legislators 
are pushing as a way for the state to move 
forward in the automotive industry 

Michigan House Republicans proposed 
legislation—House Bill 5751—to help spur 
the growth in the Michigan agriculture 
industry by encouraging retail access to 
alternative fuels. 

The package of bills would provide tax 
incentives for consumers by cutting the end 
cost of renewable fuels and give gas stations 
the opportunity to receive a grant of up to 50 
percent of the total cost for the construction 
of a new E85 pump that could be up to 
$15,000 per facility, providing more business 
and economic development for Michigan 
retailers. The bill would also create 10 new 
renaissance zones in Michigan specifically 
for manufacturing alternative energy to 
increase the supply of E85 for business and 
industry. The Department of Agriculture 
would be required to test diesel fuels to 
ensure Michigan residents are receiving the 
best quality fuels. 

State Rep. Phil LaJoy (R-Canton) is just 


one of the legislators who would like to stim¬ 
ulate the production of more fuel efficient 
vehicles and provide renewable fuels for 
consumers. 

“Here we’re talking about the ability to 
use agriculture products, which we have an 
abundance of opposed to oil,” he said. “It’s 
important for us to take advantage of a grow¬ 
ing industry that we can benefit from, pro¬ 
duce jobs in Michigan and at the same time 
help find alternative fuels to get away from 
dependency on oil.” 

According to state officials, a nationwide 
effort is under way to reduce that dependen¬ 
cy on foreign oil and develop innovative 
ideas to rebuild the economy. 

President George Bush recently called to 
expand research into cellousic ethanol, 
which includes corn stalks, grain straw, 
switch grass and wood chips. While renew¬ 
able fuels provide many incentives to the 
economy, environment and consumers, E85 
bums faster than regular unleaded resulting 
in reduced gas mileage. LaJoy’s portion of 
the bill would provide fuel tax exemptions 
and incentives for people to buy it, he said. 

“This is a where the tax incentives and 
lower costs come in for consumers and fuel- 
efficient vehicles,” said LaJoy. “Even with 
lower gas mileage, E85 is still cheaper than 
regular unleaded and in the end proves to 
be more efficient for consumers. Michigan 


can’t lose out on the opportunity to become 
a leader in producing renewable fuels while 
competing states move forward.” 

Others, such as Donna Napolitano, 
founder of Mechanical Energy Systems in 
Canton Township, said in her opinion, there 
is a grassroots movement toward wider use 
of alternative energy. 

During the 21 years she has been in the 
business of solar energy heating and cool¬ 
ing, she said she has seen some progress. 

‘The thing is, here in Michigan we have a 
huge energy need, but we don’t have a 
whole lot of energy sources,” said 
Napolitano. “Most of our energy comes from 
sources outside of Michigan and it’s hurting 
us to import it here. We are kind of victims 
to the outside cost of utilities and resources 
for energy. If we don’t do anything it hurts 
our state by bringing in all these utilities.” 

Education is a big obstacle to the accep¬ 
tance and use of alternative energies, 
according to Napolitano. 

“We are tied into this,” she said. 

LaJoy stressed the need to be a leader in 
the alternative fuel initiative. This year 
alone, General Motors and Ford Motor Co. 
will produce 650,000 E85 vehicles, which 
means Michigan needs to increase the avail¬ 
ability of gas pumps that provide E85. 

“People like the idea of having alterna¬ 
tive fuels,” said LaJoy. “One example is 


Illinois. They’ve increased to more than 100 
gas stations supplying it and it’s really taken 
off” 

Currently, there are only four gas stations 
in Michigan that contain E85 fuels, but 
Wayne County Executive Robert Ficano ! 
said he would like to see at least 20 gas sta¬ 
tions in the county sell this alternative fuel 
by 2007. 

“Now, we’re working with Michigan State 
University to get an ethanol plant here in 
Wayne County, plus continue with other 
alternative fuel companies looking to locate 
in this area,” Ficano said. 

Neither Ficano nor LaJoy said they see 
any major downfalls to the fuel alternative. 

“It’s about getting the word out and get¬ 
ting people use to it,” said LaJoy. “It’s got a 
way to go, but it’s a start” 

“The only downfall I see is there’s not 
enough availability, but this alternative fuel 
is efficient just as good and cleaner,” said 
Ficano. 

Ficano added he could see alternative 
fuel replacing regular oil someday, but it’s 
all a matter of time. 

The state house approved House Bill 
5751 March 16. It will now go to the state 
senate and hopefully to the governor from 
there, LaJoy said.

School board trustee Ken 
Meinkiewicz hopes that four 
years coping with trying fiscal 
times and more than 28 years 
i experience in education will 
secure him a second four-year 
term on the Romulus Community 
School Board of Education. 

Meinkiewicz, 63, said that 
being a teacher and counselor in 
the Wayne-Westland public 
schools - coupled with his first 
four years on the Romulus board 
- has given him a well-rounded 
perspective about the many 
issues the district will face. 

“As an educator for as long as I 
was, you get experience dealing 
with students, teachers, athletic 
directors, budgets - all of the 
things you see as a board mem¬ 
ber,” he said. “My career pre¬ 
pared me very well for the chal¬ 


lenges.” 

A teacher and counselor for 20 
years in the Cherry Hill School 
District in Inkster, Meinkiewicz 
was folded into the Wayne- 
Westland system when Cherry 
Hill was disbanded. FYom there, 
Meinkiewcz taught businesses 
classes and worked as a guid¬ 
ance counselor at both John 
Glenn and Wayne Memorial high 
schools. He later managed the 
entire counseling staff at John 
Glenn. He retired two years ago. 

A lingering interest in educa¬ 
tion - and some of the issues stu¬ 
dents and educators were facing 
in his hometown of Romulus - 
prompted him to seek an open 
school board seat in 2002 

“I just felt with my experi¬ 
ence, that I had a lot to offer,” he 
said. 

Experience on both sides of 
the schools game is something 
Meinkiewicz thinks voters appre¬ 


ciate. He added that his experi¬ 
ence will help him with three 
tasks the district must cope with 
during the coming months. 

“The first thing we need to do 
is make sure that - with the new 
graduation requirements coming 
- we meet all of the mandates 
and transition the kids into new 
programs to teach the new 
requirements,” he said. “I just 
came back from a meeting in 
Lansing, and there are going to 
be quite a few changes for educa¬ 
tors and students, and it’s going 
to take a tremendous amount of 
work on our part to make sure 
everything is handled smoothly.” 

The district must accomplish 
this as many top administrators 
retire. “We’re looking for a new 
superintendent right now 
because of the buyouts, and more 
people will leave next year,” he 
said. “It’s imperative we find the 
right people to fill these spots. 


The new requirements - and the 
budget issues - are going to be 
formidable going forward.” 

As a school board member, 
Meinkiewicz approved a buyout 
deal that trimmed about 34 staff 
members from the district The 
plan was devised to stave off a $1 
million budget shortfall in 2005. 

Michigan Education 

Assessment Test (MEAP) scores, 
some of which were not as high 
as the district expected, will 
improve as new graduation 
requirements come on line, said 
Meinkiewicz. 

“There’s going to be some new 
teaching methods that come into 
play with the requirements, and I 
think that ultimately going to 
improve our test results,” he said. 

Meinkiewicz, by the time he 
accepted a buyout from Wayne- 
Westland Schools, spent 28 years 
in education. He earned a bache¬ 
lor’s degree in education from

Eastern Michigan University, and 
a master’s degree in educational 
counseling from the same institu- 
tioa 

He will face incumbent 
Celeste Roscoe and challengers 
Diane Funderburg and Leo 
Knasiak for one of two available 
terms. 

The school board election 
takes place May 8.

Police to purchase new radios 

Romulus City Council members have agreed to use $9,500 
from the city public safety account to purchase 10 Motorola 
hand-held radios. 

Police often use the radios to communicate at crime scenes 
and places where it is difficult for officers to keep in touch with 
commanders and other personnel. 

Typically, the radios cost $1200 each. Motorola, who was cho¬ 
sen by the State of Michigan as its mobile radio provider, is 
offering the city a price of $950 each - a significant discount, 
according to Purchasing Director Lynn Conway. 

Motorola will also provide equipment to upgrade the existing 
department equipment to ensure the radios are compatible with 
that already purchased. 

Cruiser lights to be overhauled 

Police cruisers will have a slightly different look when over¬ 
head light bars are converted to modem lights that are placed 
within the vehicle. 

The city council approved the conversion - which will cost 
$28,000 - at the regular meeting Monday. 

The city sent out a notice to bid to several companies for the 
work last month. The contract was awarded to Priority One of 
Livonia. The other bidders were Hermiker Radio of Monroe 
and Canfield Equipment of Warrea 

Fluids to pay for the new lights will be taken from a federal 
law enforcement fund.

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forum. Tonight, Deborah Clarke, 
the superintendent of Buena 
Vista Schools; and Sharron 
Jenkins Norman, the director of 
curriculum, assessment and pro¬ 
fessional development for 
Lansing Community Schools will 
meet the public. 

District Spokesman Dick 
Kruse said this could be the only 
opportunity parents have to meet 
the candidates. 

“This is a good time for the 
public to ask questions,” he said. 
“Candidates will be able to 
directly respond to those ques¬ 
tions.” 

Finding a new superintendent 
to replace the retiring Joel Carr 
has been a long process that is 
nowhere near complete. The dis¬ 
trict hired MASB, which adver¬ 
tised the position statewide. By 
the beginning of this year, 24 
resumes were received. The 


field was narrowed by MASB 
and the board to nine candi¬ 
dates, all of whom interviewed 
publicly last week. 

After the question and answer 
session, field will likely be nar¬ 
rowed again, and more inter¬ 
views will take place, Kruse said. 

Board Trustee Ken 
Menkiewicz said he believes the 
candidate with the most experi¬ 
ence handling budgets would he 
hired. Though board members 
said having served as a superin¬ 
tendent would be an important 
factor in the final decision, two 
candidates with that experience 
were eliminated. Of the four 
finalists, only two are presently 
employed as a superintendent 

A majority vote by the seven- 
member school board is 
required before a candidate is 
hired. The superintendent will 
oversee a district with a $17 mil¬ 
lion budget and about 4,000 stu¬ 
dents. 

The total compensation pack¬ 
age for the position equals 
$150,000, Kruse said. 


A light rail line that extends 
from the largest city in the state, 
Detroit, to one of the most afflu¬ 
ent, Ann Arbor, could be a har¬ 
binger of good things for Inkster, 
officials said. 

Residents of Inkster - one sev¬ 
eral municipalities that could 
have a “stop” on the rail route - 
may be able to move about the 
region inexpensively and with 
ease if the railway becomes a 
reality. It’s not guaranteed that 
every municipality would have a 
drop off point, but it’s something 
the city should purse, said City 
Manager Joyce Parker 

“There would be a number of 
benefits for the city in terms of 
revitalization,” she said. “There 
would be a station there, and 
from what we’ve seen in other 
communities with a rail system, 
there are new development 
opportunities.” 

The other side of the coin is 
ease of travel for residents, said 
Mayor Hilliard Hampton, who 
sits on the committee for the 
Detroit Rapid Transit 
Alternatives Analysis Study, 
which was formed by SEMGOG 
(Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments) three years ago to

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as military barracks - costs resi¬ 
dents from $450 to $475 for rent 
Councilwoman Ellen Craig- 
Bragg said she’s concerned about 
the residents, most of whom are 
from modest means. 

“The residents there don’t have 
the means to pick up and move 
quickly, and there are kids 
involved,” she said. ‘There needs 
to be provision in there that they 
won’t ask them to move in the mid¬ 
dle of the school year” 

Many of the homes that used to 
be in the area have been pur¬ 
chased and leveled by the airport 
during the last 15 years to make 
room for development.

explore creating a regional mass 
transit plan. 

“There would be tremendous 
benefits for residents in terms of 
job creating, and job accessibili¬ 
ty,” said Hampton, who wrote a 
letter to SEMCOG to pursue a 
rail station. “There are people 
who have transportation difficul¬ 
ties in our community, and this 
would mean they can traveHn 
comfort without a vehicle.” 

SEMCOG has studied the fea¬ 
sibility of a rail from Ann Arbor 
to Detroit for several years. The 
current study is looking at trans¬ 
portation needs, options, and 
environmental factors. The 50- 
mile-long route could have about 
12 stops, according to the study. 

A transit study was undertak¬ 
en by SEMCOG to address a crip¬ 
pling lack of mass transit in 
Michigan, which has left resi¬ 
dents of poorer neighborhoods 
unable to access employment 
and educational opportunities in 
other areas simply because they 
can’t afford a vehicle, or for what¬ 
ever reason, cannot drive. 

Unemployment would be the 
chief reason the city should be 
considered for a site, said Parker 

“Our unemployment rate is 


response to residents questions

“We have a few areas like this 
that are for heavy industrial devel¬ 
opment it’s to accommodate the 
airport,” he said.

usually a little higher than most 
cities, and that’s not good consid¬ 
ering the numbers the state has,” 
she said. National statistics indi¬ 
cate that the state of Michigan 
still has unemployment levels 
higher that the average in the 
United States, mostly because of 
manufacturing job losses. 

For most of 2005, the city 
unemployment rate hovered 
around 11 percent, which is sig¬

There are a handful of sites 
where a station could be con¬ 
structed, but the most feasible so 
far appears on Hiveley Street, 
behind the former Social 
Services facility, Hampton said. 

“That would b in and about 
where the rail would be,” he 
said. “And it’s a neighborhood in 
need of revitalization.” 

The goal of the SEMCOG ini¬ 
tiative is to have some sort of 
affordable mass transit in place 
by 2030. 

The study is still under way, 
though some preliminary data 
was made public last year. The 
complete study will conclude this 
spring, according to information 
from SEMCOG. 


“This is a long process, and 
(First Industrial) hasn’t submitted 
a site plan,” he told the residents. 
“They have an option to purchase 
the land, so it’s going to be a 
while.” 

Michael LeBar of First 
Industrial said he’s sure that a 
plan can be worked out 

“We’ve just optioned the land, 
and nothing is finalized,” he said. 
“We then have to go through the 
planning commission process, so 
it’s not as though we’re going to 
ask people to move without notice. 
We can work with the (complex’s) 
owner” 

Still, the prospect of having to 
find a new place - even if it down 
the road - is difficult for some.

“Tis well to be amused, but 
when amusement does instruction 
bring, iis better.” 

If that language sounds a bit 
archaic, it’s because it probably 
should. It’s the motto of the 
Ladies’ Literary Club, which was 
founded on Oct 18,1896 and has 
been meeting continually ever 
since. 

“This fall, we’ll celebrate our 
110th year,” said Darlene Hawley, 
a past president and still active 
participant in the club. “That’s 
non-stop meetings. I don’t think I 
know of a time when we ever 
missed a meeting” 

The group formed in Wayne 
and was initially known as the 
Wayne Ladies’ Literary Club, 
according to Sue Hawley, co-pres¬ 
ident of the club this year. The 
women initially met in each oth¬ 
ers’ homes on a rotating basis, 
often dressing up and making a 
big production out of their 
evening out The community was 
still small at the time and the 
women didn’t have too many 
options for social affairs. 

“They got together to stimulate 
each other, intellectually,” Sue 
Hawley said. 

The group has expanded since 
then, of course, both in scope and 
in membership. They added 
Westland to the name during the 
1960s and eventually dropped 
that moniker as they drew in 


membership from all over west¬ 
ern Wayne County. The Ladies 
Literary Club now boasts mem¬ 
bers from Wayne, Westland, 
Canton, Northville, Plymouth and 
beyond. 

And they’re looking for more, 
too. 

Joining the club is a lot easier 
than it was in the old days, 
according to Darlene Hawley. 
When she joined during the 
1960s, there was a review commit¬ 
tee that overlooked the applica- 
tioa 

“The club was pretty tight,” she 
said. “It wasn’t exactly easy to get

in. Now we’re out there begging 
for people,” she added with a 
laugh. 

The group meets on the third 
Thursday of the month, usually at 
a member’s home although they 
sometimes move to other venues 
for their speakers and activities. 


Last month, they listened to a 
local poet at the Wayne Library. 
Before that they brought in a cer¬ 
tified personal trainer for activi¬ 
ties and information at the First 
Congregational Church in Wayne. 
They’ve taken other trips to 
restaurants and theater events, 
too. 

“It’s always different, It’s

Respect their sacrifice 

We’ve seen an alarming trend come to the State of Michigan with a 
group of protestors disrupting the funerals of servicemen killed in the 
line of duty in Iraq. 

The protests were started by the Rev. Fhed Phelps of the Westboro 
Baptist Church in Topeka, KS. Drawing an inexplicable connection 
between these sad losses and homosexuality, Phelps claims the death 
of U.S. soldiers is God's wrath on America 
This, on many levels, is just sad. 

In response to the protests. State Sen. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) has 
introduced legislation to limit protests at military funerals. Senate 
Bill 1171 would prohibit those demonstrations within 500 feet of a mil¬ 
itary funeral during the event as well as an hour before or after it It’s 
a tricky thing to do because it has the capacity to chip away at the 
First Amendment right to protest but it’s also the right thing to do. 

These families have suffered enough, haven’t they? It’s a difficult 
thing to lose a child at any age and the last thing they or their friends 
need is to witness such a radical spectacle. 

These young men and women gave their lives in sacrifice to our 
nation and they deserve to be treated with the utmost respect Their 
loved ones should be allowed the opportunity to say goodbye in peace 
and dignity. 

The legislation is solid in that it doesn’t eliminate the ability to 
have such protests, which would be blatantly unconstitutional. Rather 
it limits where and when they can take place and is confined to 
include only military funerals. 

Michigan is not alone in this actioa A law in requires protesters to 
stay at least 300 feet from funerals or memorial services. Those who 
don’t can get up to a year in jail. Similar laws are in place in four 
other states, too. 

It’s sad that a group like Phelps’ would take advantage of this 
opportunity to spout a message of intolerance. Such a statement goes 
against the very fabric of open mindedness and tolerance on which 
our country was supposedly founded. The need for such legislation 
is, in that respect, a little discouraging, but it serves as an important 
reminder. 

We’d much rather see a more positive approach, like the one taken 
by a group called the Patriot Guard Riders, a group of veterans who 
show up at funerals to show their respect and to drown out the voices 
of the protesters. 

That’s a cause we would gladly join. 

Sumpter loss is Belleville gain 

Well, it’s official. The City of Belleville and Sumpter Township 
have severed the ties of their Combined Dispatch Network. 

Officials in the City of Belleville and Van Buren Township agreed 
on a deal last week that will see dispatch and lockup services for the 
city performed by Van Buren Township, a deal that will help both 
sides. Belleville will save money - something the landlocked city des¬ 
perately needs to do - and Van Buren Township will build up a rela¬ 
tionship with its neighbor to the south. 

It’s the best agreement that could be hoped for under the circum¬ 
stances. Officials in Belleville performed their due diligence, too, 
before they decided to part ways with Sumpter Township. Fbr years 
they’ve been asking for a revision of the cost-sharing formula 
between the two municipalities that would reflect the growth in 
Sumpter as well as the increase in calls for service down there. 
Those requests apparently fell on deaf ears, though, and Belleville 
officials decided they had waited long enough. 

It’s a good time to make the transition, too. City leaders have 
looked for ways to cut costs in the wake of reduced state-shared rev-

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Consider it motivation’ 



I’ve always had a soft spot for the underdog. 

There’s something about an individual or group 
of people overcoming impossible odds to emerge 
triumphant that just inspires me to the core. 

Knowing that, it may come as no surprise to find 
that I’m rooting for the volunteers connected with 
the Historic Wayne Theater to save the old dame. 

Talk about your long odds, too. The building was 
cited by the City of Wayne recently under the 
Dangerous Building Ordinance. At their hearing 
on April 16, representatives from the theater board 
will have to show progress bn a number of code 
violations as they attempt to bring the vacant struc¬ 
ture in line with modem requirements for a certifi¬ 
cate of occupancy - something they haven’t had 
there at the theater in more than 20 years. 

It’ll be a challenge, all right All of these volun¬ 
teers have real jobs and can only tinker on some of 
these issues in their spare time. None of them are 
wealthy enough to pay for the repairs on their own 

- or even collectively. And the cost of those repairs 

- what it would truly take to bring the old theater 
back - is probably staggering Like the boogeyman, 
it’s something you don’t want to name three times 
because then you’ll have to face it 

I cringed when I first learned that the theater 
had been cited under this successful program. I 
had met many of the members of the Historic 
Theater Board, saw what they wanted to do and 
my mind whirled at the potential in that huge, 
graceful setting of days gone by. I walk by it every 
week, almost, and I never see just a crumbling 


shell. I envision things like an 
outdoor cafe where the store¬ 
fronts once stood. Film festi¬ 
vals, theatrical productions - maybe even an inti¬ 
mate concert - going on inside. You can’t tear this 
place down, I joked at the time, you’d set all the 
ghosts free. 

The city, though, has used this ordinance for a 
year, now, and they’re ready to flex their proverbial 
muscles. They concentrated on easy cases at first, 
buildings with citations that would clearly stand 
up in court, if it came to that Then they took a few 
tentative steps further 

The old Palace Theater, or the Historic Wayne 
Theater, however you want to refer to it, is their 
most ambitious undertaking yet I heard the dis¬ 
may in the board members’ voices as they talked 
about how the city was coming down on them. It 
seemed like a foregone conclusion. 

It’s not, though. 

First of all, everyone involved with the 
Dangerous Building Ordinance - the building 
department that cites the structures, the hearing 
officer that oversees the case or the appeals board 
that listens to further arguments - does not have 
building demolitions as their ultimate goal. It 
might be hard for impacted landlords to believe, 
but common sense could point them in that direc- 
tioa It’s an extensive and expensive proposal, and 
an adversarial one.

Sensitivity training 101: Think first 


They say no good deed goes unpunished. 

That certainly rang true at the March 20 Inkster 
City Council meeting, when Police Chief Gregory 
Gaskin decided to show off the new departmental 
uniforms. He had impaneled a committee to deter¬ 
mine apparel-related needs, and thought he’d let 
the city council in on something he felt would 
improve morale and make those under his charge a 
little more comfortable. 

It seems like something that is pretty benign, 
something that should have gone off without too 
much controversy. But that’s not what happened. 

Councilman Mike Canty, in opposition to the mil¬ 
itary-style uniform, told a group of city employees 
and residents in the public study session before the 
official council meeting that the uniform made the 
officer brought along to model for the council look a 
member of an “Israeli SWAT team.” He said it 
twice. 

The problem with this is that the officer who 
modeled the uniform is of Middle Eastern descent 
as are four other officers in the department or aux¬ 
iliary. 

Now, I don’t know if the officer who modeled the 



uniform is from Israel. But as 
he looked on for the rest of the 
meeting, he seemed tense to 
me. It’s easy to see why. 

I’m not sure if Canty knew if 
the officer was of Middle Eastern descent either, 
but it doesn’t really matter, here’s why. 

Elected officials are not supposed to throw out 
comments regarding race, religion or ethnicity and 
just assume that no one will care or notice. The fact 
that one did - and that none of the other council 
members present at the meeting showed the slight¬ 
est bit of concern about Canty’s comment - shows 
that there’s little commitment among members of 
the elected body to cultural sensitivity. 

Cultural sensitivity isn’t a new concept in Inkster 
- nearly 100 police offices and firefighters learned 
about it during the past two weeks in mandatory 
diversity training The city arranged for the training 
to help officers cope with and recognize the needs 
of other cultures. 

When the story I wrote about the uniform debate

hit the department offices 
Thursday, many employees were 
aghast. Ofc. Harlan Robinson, 
the new president of the Inkster 
Police Officers Association, said 
he was embarrassed by the coun¬ 
cilman’s comment, especially in 
a community made up mostly of 
African Americans,, who know 
something about insensitive 
comments. Robinson said an 
apology from Canty is needed. 

The comment might be forgiv¬ 
able if it was the first one, but it’s 
not Last year, after former Police 
Chief Marvin Winkler resigned, 
Canty referred to a few white 
and one Hispanic officer who 
had problems with Winkler’s 
leaderships as a bunch of “good 
ole boys” in a public council 
meeting The officers were those 
that had grievances or lawsuits 
claiming unfair treatment under 


Winkler’s tenure. 

In another exchange in 2004, 
Canfy upset a member of his own 
race when he said residents 
would “tar and feather” the 
council if they backed a plan to 
convert the city form of govern¬ 
ment from a council-manager to 
a strong mayor. Tar and feather- 
ing, sadly, was a punishment 
handed down to African 
Americans during the time of 
slavery, and thereafter 

Inkster is on the cusp of 
rebirth in some ways. The j 
groundbreaking of Annapolis 
Pointe, a major revitalization 
housing development, ended 35 
years of disappointment and 
blight in that part of the city. It 
offered the promise that, with 
hard work, things can change. 

All cities need as many 
diverse voices as possible to truly 
be a community. 

The city required diversity 
training and that’s a good thing 
But the city’s elected officials 
need to meet the same standard.

They use the ordinance, 
rather, as a tool to get work done 
on structures that would other¬ 
wise just go to seed. It’s not an 
attempt to bring back Urban 
Renewal - a phrase that brings 
chills to just about everyone in 
Wayne - and any attempt to 
characterize it as such is simply 
misguided. 

The ordinance is the prover¬ 
bial wake up call. It’s the line in 


the sand. And, as it has been the 
case with other buildings, it’s 
working here. Offers of help 
have flooded into the board web 
site for the past few weeks. 
Donations have trickled in, work 
has started and groups have 
even volunteered to play at the 
grand opening Those in charge 
of the restoration effort have 
boldly stated there would be no 
more haunted theaters there. 

In short, there’s been more 
accomplished in the weeks since 
the building has been cited than 
in the years before that 

There’s still a long way to go 


and it’ll be a series of ever 
increasing obstacles. I’m opti¬ 
mistic, though, because I can’t 
help but root for the underdog 

I do have a piece of advice, 
though, for the board members 
when they go to the hearing. 
Have concrete proof of work 
that’s been done. Set defined 
deadlines for other improve¬ 
ments.

enue, declining development 
and increasing expenses.

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City beautification plan prompts 
parking complaints from business

The owners of Hayward’s Liquor Store 
continue to request changes in the 
Downtown Development Authority (DDA) 
beautification project to include more 
room for public parking and an open right 
of way near their store. 

Sami Kouza, owner of Hayward’s Liquor 
Store and Marina, addressed Belleville City 
Council members during their meeting last 
week through a letter citing changes need¬ 
ed to the site plaa 

“The Belleville DDA needs to realize 
that business in Belleville is a strength, not 
a detriment and decisions such as closing 
right-of-ways for a park are not in the best 
interest of our business owners. There has 
already been a park put in on Liberty 
Street, which is hardly used, so why anoth¬ 
er park across the street? Aesthetics will 
not pay taxes as your business people do. 
I’m a contributing, taxpaying businessman 
of the City of Belleville and this blocking of 
right-of-way will affect my business,” 
Kouza’s letter said. 

Access to the parking lot from Denton 
Road and the unloading of trucks for sup¬ 
plies to Hayward’s will be hampered with 
this closing, Kouza said. 

“Main Street is a ‘business community 5 
and as such should accommodate the 
needs of customers within that communi¬ 
ty,” he said. 

The DDA project started last summer 


with plans for landscaping improvements 
along Main Street and Denton Road with 
the goal of improving the look of the entry¬ 
way into downtown Belleville. When com¬ 
plete, the improvements could include 
landscaping along the parking lot area 
north of Hayward’s, a new city welcome 
sign, erosion control issues and other 
shrubbery, trimming and planting. 

A lawsuit was filed last October after the 
DDA-hired contractors began tearing up 
the property in the public right-of-way near 
Hayward’s. Court filings claimed the land 
affected is a public right of way owned by 
the city and not the DDA. According to 
DDA officials, they have jurisdiction. 

Kouza presented a new site plan that 
would include new grass, bushes, flowers, 
fencing around the lake and the welcome 
to Belleville sign, but will contain the right 
of way with parking spaces that will be the 
unloading zone for all the delivery trucks. 
He also got a petition of 650 signatures, 
along with 25 area business people, to keep 
the side street open and parking that now 
accommodates 20 spaces. 

“All this is being lost with the blocking of 
the right of way and initiation of a park,” 
said Kouza. “It’s hard enough to get busi¬ 
ness people in and once they’re in, they 
need to be treated right” 

Kouza added the lot also provides park¬ 
ing for other business concerns in 
Belleville, as well as unloading for some 
businesses on Main Street near Hayward’s.

“Belleville is a growing area and you 
never know what’s going to happen, but I 
do know one thing happening: parking is 
limited,” said Mautone.

Plymouth author’s third 
cookbook dispels myths 
about pressure cooking 


When Plymouth resident 
Toula Patsalis was working on 
her first cookbook, she served 
her husband, Chris, two dinner 
entrees every night 

And he gained 20 pounds. 

With her latest book, The 
Pressure Cooker Cookbook, she 
didn’t subject her poor mate to 
that much taste-testing, but he is 
the first to tell anyone listening 
what a great book it is and what a 
great cook he married. 

Patsalis is a cooking instructor 
and the former program director 
of four successful cooking schools 
affiliated with quality cook shops 
in the state. She has studied 
cooking both in the United States 
and abroad and has long been 
considered a culinary authority, 
especially by her husband. This 
is her third published cookbook. 

According to Patsalis, the ease 
and rapid method of pressure- 
cooking has been the most signifi¬ 
cant style of food preparation 
throughout much of the world. In 


Europe, every kitchen has a pres¬ 
sure cooker, because it saves 
energy, saves time, retains nutri¬ 
ents in the food and creates pro¬ 
nounced flavors in ingredients. 

“Pressure cooking offers a 
brilliant process of preparing 
grains, legumes, and tenderizes 
tough, inexpensive cuts of meat 
in minutes,” Patsalis said. 

During World War II, 
Americans discovered pressure 
cookers and included them in 
their kitchens. 

Patslais cookbook dispels the 
fears and horror stories handed 
down by mothers and grandmoth¬ 
ers about exploding pressure 
cookers and other myths. 

“The technology behind these 
wonderful new units is complete¬ 
ly different from the 1940s,” 
Patsalis said. “I am a pressure 
cooker convert. The new pres¬ 
sure cookers are constructed of 
heavy-duty metals, offering even 
heat conductioa The lids, nowa¬ 
days, have built in valves to mea¬ 


sure 

the pressure, that are 
spring driven, rather than the old 
fashioned weight-driven valves 
on older models. 

And, Patsalis noted, the new 
valves have back up systems to 
assure accident free pressure 
cooking, so there is no danger of 
pasta sauce blowing up onto the 
ceiling and walls. 

“Pressure cooking is uniquely 
different,” Patsalis said. “I think 
they are a fine tool that should be 
in very kitchea” 

Patsalis admits to becoming 
somewhat of a “pressure-cooker 
addict” while developing and try¬ 
ing recipes for her book. While 
she hasn’t come to the point of 
giving up her skillets, saucepans 
or microwave just yet, she thinks 
every kitchen needs a pressure 
cooker 

“Look for a stainless steel or 
enamel-coated carbon steel 
because there is no interaction 
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or until sauce begins to thick- 
ea 

Tbrtellini and Chicken in 
Parmesan Cream Sauce 

3 slices bacon, cut into V 2 -inch 
pieces 

'A cup butter 

4 shallots, minced 

3 tablespoons minced fresh 
parsley 

4 chicken breasts halved, skin 
removed, boned 

1 small carrot, thinly sliced 
1 (8-ounce) packed dried, 
cheese-filled tortellini 

1 teaspoon dried tarragon 

2 cups chicken broth 

1 pound asparagus, trimmed 
and cut into 2-inch pieces 

Vz cup half-and-half or milk 

3 tablespoons butter, at room 
temperature 

Vz cup freshly grated 
Parmesan cheese 

2 teaspoons potato starch or 
flour 

Parsley springs and parmesan 
cheese for garnish. 

Cook bacon in a pressure 
cooker over medium heat 
until crisp. Add butter, shal¬ 
lots and parsley. Stir well and 
saute 2 minutes. Stir in chick¬ 
en, carrot, tortellini and tar¬ 
ragon 

Add broth and mix well. 
Secure lid. Over high heat, 
bring pressure up to high. 
Reduce heat to maintain pres¬ 
sure and insert a heat diffuser 
between cooker and heat. 
Cook 6 minutes. 

Release pressure according 
to manufacturer’s directions. 
Remove lid. Combine half- 
and-half, butter, 1/3 cup cheese 
and potato starch in a small 
bowl. Blend thoroughly. 
Gradually add to chicken and 
tortellini mixture, gently stir¬ 
ring over medium heat until 
sauce begins to thicken and 
becomes creamy. Transfer 
chicken and tortellini with 
sauce to serving platter and 
sprinkle with additional 
cheese and parsley. 

Scalloped Potatoes 

1 cup chicken broth or stock 
6 medium potatoes, peeled 
and cut into Vi-inch thick 
slices 

Vz teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon freshly ground 

white pepper 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh 
chives 

1/3 cup sour cream 


1/3 cup milk 

2 tablespoons potato starch 
or all-purpose flour 

Dash of paprika 

Pour broth into a pressure 
cooker. Add potatoes, salt, 
pepper and chives. Secure lid. 
Over high heat, bring pressure 
up to high. Reduce heat to 
maintain pressure and cook 5 
minutes. 

Release pressure according 
to manufacturer’s directions. 
Remove lid. Using a slotted 
spoon, transfer potatoes to a 
flameproof platter. Preheat 
broiler Pour sour cream milk 
and potato starch into cooking 
liquid in cooker. Cook, whisk¬ 
ing to blend, over high heat 1 
minute. Pour over potatoes 
and use 2 forks to gently mix. 
Sprinkle with paprika and

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Film could have used 
some ‘outside’ emotion 


Nobody ever loses it in Inside 
Man. 

Maybe that’s what happens 
when your bad guys spend the 
entire duration of their screen 
time behind masks and sunglass¬ 
es. 

Or perhaps, more broadly, it’s 
because Spike Lee has instruct¬ 
ed everyone to act as cool as pos¬ 
sible. The ambitious hostage 
negotiator, Det. Keith Frazier 
(Denzel Washington) runs on 
instinct, so we never see him in a 
moment’s doubt. The genius 
bank robber, Dalton Russell 
(Clive Owen) is on a personal 
crusade, and so has no weak¬ 
nesses. The mysterious bank 
tycoon, Arthur Case 
(Christopher Plummer) harbors 
a deep secret, but he finds it eas¬ 
ier to rationalize than confront 
his pain. 

This isn’t to say these charac¬ 
ters aren’t complex, or that their 
performances aren’t memo¬ 


rable— Washington is actually 
terrific; Lee’s direction, for that 
matter, is nicely restrained and 
meticulous, and he knows how 
to handle his actors. 

And his story: Inside Man suc¬ 
ceeds in the originality of the 
heist (or apparent heist—as we 
learn from Frazier in the trailer 
for the film, “This ain’t no bank 
robbery!”) and it is always a blast 
in this type of movie to see the 
plan executed so perfectly. As 
Frazier repeats often, the rob¬ 
bers definitely know what 
they’re doing. 

That said, it’s strange that 
such a tense, psychological 
movie—and the handling of the 
50 hostages makes it very 
tense—doesn’t have one 
instance of genuine anger or 
frustration. 

In fact, the lack of emotion 
makes the few moments of vio¬ 
lence in the movie quite unset¬ 
tling. One random bank employ¬

ee, defined for us only by his 
unlikely cell phone ringtone, is 
brutalized as an example to oth¬ 
ers. This is to demonstrate the 
cold nature of the villains, but it 
rings hollow in the second half 
of the film, when we are sup¬ 
posed to think Russell is a nonvi¬ 
olent man. 

As for Frazier, when the 
hostage situation seems to esca¬ 
late into a crisis, he doesn’t 
panic or break down or explode. 
His reaction is closer to a hurt 
puppy dog. 

We expect Washington to be 
restrained, but we don’t expect 
him to be so thoroughly ineffec¬ 
tual. The action and the mind 
games are terrific, but the emo¬ 
tional punch is missing. 

In the meantime, thankfully, 
Lee reminds us that this film 


takes place in Manhattan. It’s his 
auxiliary cast who are dis¬ 
patched to deal with the actual 
political, urban and racial issues 
that define much of his work: a 
beat cop almost uses the N-word 
when telling a story; a Sikh man 
protests when a policeman sees 
his turban calls him an Arab. 

Lee composes some beautiful 
shots, which are especially 
impressive considering the tight 
quarters. In the cloistered 
perimeter outside the bank, cops 
and SWAT officers are posed as 
if for sculpture. In another 
scene, Russell chats with a fear¬ 
less, 8-year-old hostage inside 
the bank vault, the two are sit¬ 
ting on bundled blocks of cash. 
That scene offers fresh commen¬ 
tary on what we’re teaching (or 
not teaching) our kids: the child 


plays a handheld video game 
where the object is to sell drugs 
and kill enemy dealers. He actu¬ 
ally admires the robbers. “Like 
Fifty says: Get rich or die tryin’,” 
the boy advises Owen. “You gotta 
get your money.” 

But Russell, we find, isn’t 
after the cash. He actually tries 
to make himself out as the right¬ 
eous one. The real crime, and 
reason for the Russell’s actions, 
lies with billionaire Case— and 
we find out why Russell would 
never want to touch that money. 

In the end, there are several- 
bad guys and no real heroes in 
Inside Man. That’s fine—we like 
rooting for the villain once in a 
while—but its hard to cheer any 
of them on when moral outrage 
is hidden behind cool smirks 
and masks.

Succeeds as entertainment 


Failure to Launch may not be 
destined for film immortality, 
but as an entertaining way to 
spend a few hours, it is well on 
the way to success. 

Tripp (Matthew McConaug¬ 
hey) is 35 years old, smart, sexy, 
funny, gainfully employed—and 
still firmly ensconced in his 
childhood bedroom. He has no 
desire to move into a place of his 
own, either Fbr him, it’s worth it 
if his romantic conquests vanish 
as soon as they learn of his living 
arrangement as long as he gets 
to live rent free in a home where 
someone else does all of the 
cooking, cleaning, and mainte¬ 
nance. 

His parents, however, want 
him to leave the nest once and 
for all.

(Terry Bradshaw) and Sue 
(Kathy Bates) hire professional 
motivator Paula (Sarah Jessica 
Parker) to work her magic and 
convince their son that he’s 
ready to step into the real world. 
Paula claims that by simulating 
a relationship with a man, she 
can give him the confidence he 
needs to make major changes in 
his life — including finding a 
home of his own. To make it 
work, though, Tripp can know 
nothing about their agreement 
The story is fairly predictable 
as it winds its way through one 
obvious problem to the next but 
the little details manage to save 
it from obscurity.

ior is at odds with the uni¬
